THE utility of peat is being recognized more and 
more. As a cheap fuel, peat is of interest owing to the 
high price of coal; there are vast deposits of it all 
through the temperate zone, and especially in this coun- 
try and Canada. Peat cannot compete successfully as 
a fuel with anthracite coal, because, in proportion to its 
heating value, it is of greater bulk, and thus its trans- 
portation is dearer; but with the desirability, and per- 
haps necessity, of using peat, a solution must come in 
the near future to the problem of so saturating and com- 
pressing it into bricks that it can be used as an efficient 
substitute for the costly coal. Already machines have 
heen’ constructed for mining peat with facility, and it 
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has been put to a variety of industrial uses. From 
it, in Austria, a patent artificial wood, known as peat 
wood, has been made. This possesses the advantage of 
hardening steadily when inserted in moist soil, owing to 
the formation of caleerous hydro-silicite of alumina. 
As a street-paving material it is free from dust, and is 
noiseless and durable. Peat-wood sleepers for railway 
use are found to be satisfactory, and screws, rivets, and 
nails become as firmly fastened therein as in the best oak

Merchants are beginning to see the advantages of a 
common credit system, and the day is not far distant 
when the dead-beat’s path will be a thorny one. An in- 
terchange of credit information between merchants will 
do more to prevent credit losses than the most rigid 
garnishee laws it is possible to pass. 

In the Aug. 17 issue of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
there appeared a number of letters urging co-operation 
on the part of hardware dealers to secure anti-range ped- 
dler legislation. Don’t you, Mr. Dealer, honestly think 
that if the hardware men of your state should take a 
strong pull, a long pull and a pull all together they 
could secure the enactment of an anti-peddler law thit 
really protected the local merchant? The value of co-op- 
eration in preventing jobbers and manufacturers from 
selling department stores, catalogue houses and consum- 
ers is quite generally recognized by retail hardware 
dealers. ‘The attendant at any meeting of a state hard- 
ware association can see that the dealers present ar 
keenly alive to the necessity of co-operation in this point. 
Now, if you, Mr. Progressive Hardware Merchant, will 
pay your quota towards sustaining a state and also a 
national association, for the sake of retail co-operation 
along the important line of preventing jobbers and 
manufacturers selling their goods through illegitimate 
channels, why don’t you try a little co-operation with 
the hardware merchants of your city and of your stat 
along a number of other lines in which co-operativ

Some day some genius will devise some improved 
method of manufacturing turpentine. The present 
method is to chop in the side of the tree about two 
feet or three feet from the ground what is known as a 
“box,” and into which the gum flows and collects, and is 
later dipped out by the gatherers. From time to time 
the tree is “chipped off” above the box until the whoie 
side within ground reach is cut away. The same 
process is then followed on the opposite side, so that by 
the time this is finished the tree is done for. This pro- 
cess is gradually devastating the forests, as the trees 
either die or are so damaged as to be fit for nothing 
but lumber, and poor lumber at the best.

Tue English industrial world is deeply intereste | 
in the recent judicial decision in the case of the Taff- 
Vale Railway vs. the Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Servants. This decision holds that “if the legislature 
has created a thing which can own property which can 
employ servants, which can inflict injury, it must be 
taken to have implicitly given the power to make it 
suable in a court of law for injuries purposely done by 
its authority and procurement. While, in the case «t 
issue, this decision is a set-back for the unions, it must 
eventually prove of material assistance to these bodies, 
as it gives them a legal recognition. This recognition, 
while it will prove a death blow to riotous and dema- 
gogic outbreaks, will prove a help to the unions in 
giving them a standing in making contracts, etc., which 
they do not have at the present time.

M. Jutes HENrRIvAvx, the glass manufacturer of 
St. Gobain, France, has predicted that the new age will 
be the age of glass. M. Henrivaux is an enthusiast on 
glass, and if his visions are realized we shall all be 
living in glass houses before very long. Imagine, with 
M. Henrivaux, the construction of a glass house. The 
foundations and tht walls would be constructed of a 
variety of glass, recently invented, called “stone glass,” 
which has already successfully withstood the severest 
tests. When crushed it gives a resistance three times 
as great as granite, and upon being subjected to heat 
and cold is found less sensitive than steel. If submitted? 
to friction it shows less wear than porphyry. Shock, 
as of a hammer blow, it resists to a degree twenty-two 
times as severe as that which would fracture marble. 
The walls, then, would be built of glass held together by 
angle iron so as to permit of a hollow space through 
which pipes could pass—the pipes themselves being 
glasswork—conveying hot air, hot and cold water, gas, 
electric wires, drains, and everything needed for the 
health and comforts of the inhabitants. Stairs and 
balustrades, ceilings and wall decorations, mantelpiece= 
and fire places would all be constructed of glass. It 
could be washed from the top story to the basement 
without a trace of humidity being left. Dust could 
not collect on its polished face, and the spider woul: 
find no place on which to hang its cobwebs.

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ROUND OAK YEAR BOOK FOR 1901. 


The editor of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, having 
carefully examined the cover of the “Round Oak Year 
Book for 1901,” gotten out by the Estate of P. D. 
Beckwith, Dowagiac, Mich., hereby affirms that, in his 
opinion, it is not made of birch bark, but it must be 
confessed that it is so wondrously good an imitation 
thereof that we did not arrive at this conclusion un- 
til we had seratched its surface with a knife. This mod- 
ernized birch bark is the background for that noble 
savage, Doe-wah-Jack, who, with his red and yellow 
robe, blue plumes, gaudy moccasins and plaited braids, 
is a corker and no mistake. 

Passing from cover to contents we learn that the 
Round Oak heating stoves for 1901 have the following 
among other special features, viz., single piece bottom 
with extra large ash pit, feed and draft doors groun: 
on and all joints air tight, double fire pot for coal, 
with cone grate at bottom, fire bow] extension in coal 
stoves, shaking wood grate, with open front, low down 
fire pot, swing hearth and feed doors ground on and 
malleable iron legs fitted and bolted solidly to the 
bottom. 

The Beckwith air tight with hot blast, for coal or 
wood, is made with the usual Round Oak tight fitting 
doors and draft openings. It is made heavy and of 
good material. The bottom is made in one piece and 
the draft opening is fitted with a swing hearth. 

The Round Oak planished steel range has doors 
ground on, draft slide adjusted air tight, covers turned 
in a lathe and the cover seats ground out true. The 
grate is the newest and best combination for wood or 
coal, and can be quickly taken out without disturbing 
the fire back or front. The water front is made of 
malleable iron. The reservoir is extra large and can 
be quickly heated with little fire. The thickness of 
the asbestos insulation is almost one-half inch. The 
ornamentation is massive and handsome. 

The Round Oak cast range burns any kind of fuel. 
It holds fire all night. The flues, fire box and oven are 
in perfect proportion.

issued for a longer period than ninety days, and for 
which they shall pay the sum of $300, the money to 
to the school fund of the county.

may also, at their discretion, have said person or firm 
give bond in the sum of $500 that their business sha!| 
be transacted in a manner that is lawful and just to ai! 
purchasers of their goods or wares, said bond not t 
expire until all business opened up by said party or 
firm shall be closed. Said license shall only cover one 
man in each case.” 

The dealer reading this over will see that while it 
certainly covers the case of steel range peddlers, it also 
covers a number of wandering hucksters, who take away 
profits from the grocer, the implement man and other 
local merchants. It seems to me that this is a matter 
that hardware men should get their local business men’s 
association to take up, and their state business men’s 


associations. Secretaries of state hardware associations 
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should correspond with secretaries of other state associa- 


tions of business men, such as grocers, etc., and by a 
united demand secure the passage of this law.

A BEAST OF BURDEN. 


A southern paper has figured out that man is a 
beast of burden, and gives the following list of articles 
that he carries around with him: 

“There are two articles—undershirt and drawers— 
whieh stick closer than a brother; and then we find 
pulled up around his shins and ankles two socks. He 
wears two shoes, unless he was in the war, and two 
strings are needed to lace them, or twelve buttons or more 
if they are not lace shoes. He wears one top shirt, one 
collar, and two cuffs. He wears one coat, one vest, 
and one pair of. trousers, and there are twelve buttons 
on his trousers, six generally on his coat, and six on his 
vest. He carries two cuff buttons around with him, two 
sleeve buttons, and various other buttons on his under- 
garments. There is one buckle on his trousers, and two 
on his suspenders. He generally wears suspenders. 
He wears two garters. He wears one necktie, or some- 
times one cravat with one clamper to hold it in place. 

“He carries one handkerchief in his pocket. He 
wears one hat. In the winter he must have two gloves 
and one overcoat, and maybe two overshoes. But this is 
not all. He has a watch and chain to carry around 
with him, a bundle of letters, a package of cards, a plug 
or sack of tobacco, or maybe a few cigars, a pipe per- 

















haps, a knife, a pencil, and a few other things which 
usually make up the pocket outfit, such as matches, 
buckeyes, and other good-luck symbols. 

“There is leather in his shoes, with hair in the soles 
and steel pegs in the heels thereof. There is silk 
satin in his cravat or necktie. There are wool, and 
cotton, and linen, and other things in the clothes he 
wears. There is straw in his hat. There is starch in his 
shirt. There are gold, and silver, and pewter, and other 
metals in the watch and chain he wears. There are 
brass and bone in some of his buttons. There is tin 
in his garter clampers and in the clamper which holds 
his cravat in place. There is glass over the face of his 
watch. Dye is used in staining his clothes, and one may 
find here the colors red, white, blue, black, purple, 
yellow, brown, and almost every other tint. 
He has paper in his pockets. There is rubber in his 
suspenders and garters. Paint is found in the figures 
on the face of his watch, and polish is found on his 
shoes. 

“So, after all, man is really a beast of burden, 
and when he begins to count up the more than 100 
superficialities he carries around with him, and the vast 
number of factories he represents, if the season is warm, 
with the thermometer ranging above the 100 mark, he 
will probably swelter a bit more on account of the vast 


load he is carrying.”

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The enditor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vanced report on the iron and stee] situation: 

Iron and steel show little change, accessions to the 
strikers, in the case of the leading tube works of the 
country, having been balanced by the reopening of 
“struck” mills in the Pittsburg district. Tin plates 
and sheets are scarce and hard to get, and an order 
for 50,000 boxes at $7 per box was refused this week 
at Pittsburg. Chicago iron and steel jobbers are re- 
ported besieged by buyers. Some western consumers 
may have to shut down if supplies are not shortly forth- 
coming. The rail mills and concerns producing struct- 
ural material have not as yet been affected by th 
strike. Bessemer billets are very scarce at Pittsburg, 
and $25 is offered for the next two months’ delivery. 
Pig iron prices could be shaded if a large order was 
offered. 


WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails are experiencing an increased demand. 
Carload lots are $2.45, and small lots are $2.55. 


CUT NAILS. 
Cut nails remain at the old figure of $2.35 for.small 


orders. 


BARB WIRE. 
Carload lots of painted barb wire are quoted at 


$2.75 and smaller lots are $2.85. Galvanized barb wire 
is $3.05 in carload and $3.15 in smaller lots.

City raw linseed oil is 72c to 73c, according to 


quantity. 


WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
White lead in ail is 64c per Ib. in lots of over 500 
lbs., and Ve per Ib. in lots of less than 500 Ibs,

Southerns are 361c to 37%c per gallon, and machine 


made barrels are 37c to 3%14c per gallon. 


COPPER. 

Copper was very active here and abroad. Prices 
were steady at 1614c to 165¢c per lb. for lake, and 1614c 
to 16%¢c¢ for electrolytic. Exports from New York were 
53 tons to Swansea; arrivals were 65 tons from London. 
The English market was weak, spot copper declining 
63 3d per ton and futures 10s per ton. 


TIN. 
There was little demand and the market closed dull 
but unchanged at 261c per lb. for spot tin. The Singa- 
pore quotation declined 15s to £111 10s per ton c. i. f., 
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Report. 


London, The question of the American stocks is fairly 
clear from some points of view. The actual stock in 
sight and landing on July 31 is variously computed 
from 800 tons to 2,400 tons, and both are probably 
right from the view advanced by each party. If the 
stock is only 800 tons it clearly does not include the 
quantity actually held (but not actually consumed) by 
the individual tin plate mills supplied by the trust. 
It is likely that they have been stocked and here the 
real danger lies, for in case of the strike in the iron 
and steel trade being prolonged then the chief support 
may be absent when it is most needed. The stock, 2,000 
tons, advanced by other parties estimates the invisible 
supply quantity as 1,600 tons in addition to the actual 
tin in sight, which is arrived at by estimating the aver- 
age monthly consumption instead of taking over side de- 
liveries as consumption. It will be recollected by some 
that two years ago it was this invisible supply in Amer- 
ica which upset a good many people’s calculations, and 
may easily do so again, but anyhow the broad fact re- 
mains that the world’s supply of tin is nearly 3,000 
tons larger than 12 months ago, with the probability 


of it steadily increasing. 


SPELTER. 
Spelter was quiet but firm at 4c per lb. spot to Sep- 
tember. London reported the market unchanged at 


£17 2s 6d per ton. In St. Louis the market was dull 


at 3.80¢ asked. 


BARS. 

Local sellers state that the tonnage booked during 
the past week is greater than that of any preceding 
week since the strike commenced. Orders for 1,000 
tons and larger lots are numerous. One manufacturer 
booked 10,000 tons in one day, and the tonnage of other 
days was not much less than this figure. The inquiry 
for prompt shipment of material is the most note- 
worthy feature. Warehouses are rapidly deplenishing 
their stocks, being able to guarantee quicker delivery 
than mills. The price of steel bars has been advanced 
to 1.70c, Chicago, and that of iron to 1.65, Chicago. 
All the dealers report a heavy business done at these 
figures. Some state that it is not improbable that steel 
will be advanced to 2c, in view of the constantly in- 


creasing demand. 


PLATES. 

A good business has been done with the general 
trade. Most of the mills are behind in deliveries, and 
jobbers consequently report a heavy movement of stocks 
from warehouses. Our quotations follow: Tank steel, 
base, 14 inch, 1.75c; flange steel, 1.90c to 2c; marine 
steel, 1.95c; firebox steel, ordinary, 2c to 2.10c; spe- 
cial, 2.25c and upwards. Tank steel] from store, 1.90c 
to 2c; flange steel from store, 2c to 2.10c.
